This is based upon complete returns 
from 103 counties and incomplete re­ 
turns from 116 other counties. 
ri he 
actual count as reported up to this 
time is for Culberson 156,047, for Col­ 
quitt 88,455. 
The only counties car­ 
ried by Colquitt were, Archer, A us­ 
tin, Blanco. C allahan, Colorado, C o­ 
mal, Dewitt, D uval, Fayette, G illes­ 
pie, Gaudalupe, Jim W ells, Kendall, 
Lavaca, Lee, Menard, Presidio, Som ­ 
erville, V ictoria, 
W ashington and 
W ilson. 
Many of these were close, 
and indicated that a considerable 
vote in what are termed the German 
counties was cast for Culberson. Col­ 
quitt did not carry a single county in 
Northeast Texas, where he has pre­ 
viously shown considerable strength. 
The vote in all the big cities fur­ 
nishes interest in the analysis. 
Cul­ 
berson carried all the 
counties in 
which the big cities are situated and 
his majority in the cities themselves 
was larger than in the country pre­ 
cincts, 
although 
Colquitt received 
majorities in but few country 
pre­ 
cincts. 
In Wise county Culberson ran off 
from Colquitt, carrying every box in 
the county, with the exception of B al- 
sora, Park Springs, Greenwood, Cot­ 
tondale, Nickel, Newark, B o o n v ille , 
W illow Point, Keeter, Garvin, Briar, 
A urora and A llison, all small boxes.

ments could fill a small place and 
small men be called to large places. 
No doubt, the “ forty immortals” un­ 
derstand it.

A pathetic story of political ingra­ 
titude, is woven in the active politi­ 
cal and the active official life of the 
big man “ in the small place, ” as - re­ 
ferred to by the Record editor.

when I need your advice and services 
most acutely,” or words to that ef­ 
fect. 
Lansing had 
just succeeded 
Bryan as the head of the state de­ 
partment. 
The crisis with Germany I 
over the Gorman submarine war poli- j 
cy was intense and diplomatic rela­ 
tions were at the breaking point in 
W ashington and Berlin. 
Cone Johnson was more corsider- 
ate of Lansing would have been of

Cone Johnson 
showed a spirit of unselfish m agnani­ 
mity rarely encountered in political 
activity of public life. 
The story to be here related did not 
come to me from Cone Johnson; but 
it was given to me from so well-in­ 
formed and reliable sources that its

I was a looker-on in the B a l­ 
timore convention of 1912, where Bry­ 
an fought and 
W ilson woa.

events of the first chapter of the story 
I was a witness to; the subsequent 
chapters come to me amply vouched 
for and fit perfectly with the f rat. 
I was not one of the “ forty im m o r­ 
t a l s ” from T ex as but I was close ain 
to them; I sat by i-ourteous invitation 
with the Texas delegation in the B a l­ 
timore convention of 1912. 
I had 
been a delegate to the Denver co n ­ 
vention in 1908, and I 
appreciated 
then, and alw ays shall 
appreciate, 
the consideration shown me by my 
friends at the B altim ore convention. 
By the gracious friendship of Conc 
Jo h n so n I h a d been named as one of 
the assistant secretaries of the c o n ­ 
vention, and was th us enabled to 
have free access to the floor of the 
convention an d its full proceedings. 
But here goes for the special story 
of Cone Johnson at Baltimore, in 
1942, and some events and facts of 
history subsequent thereto; 
Bryan had thrown his now-historic 
thunderbolt resolution into the con­ 
vention, against Ryan, 
Belmont and 
Murphy and their W all street allies. 
He had attacked Tammany Hall and 
had declared war on the chief sach­ 
ems of the wigwam. 
It was the third 
day of the fighting and Bryan, so to 
speak, stood with his back to the 
wall. 
He had had 
little sleep 
and 
been almost in constant work. 
Phy­ 
sical exertion had told on him per­ 
ceptibly. 
He looked 
to be alm ost 
down and out, as he stood there, a l­ 
most exhausted in strength, in the lit­ 
tle ten-foot square space railed off at 
the left of the chairm an’s seat, re­ 
served for the persons who addressed 
the convention. 
Fiecely he threw out 
the sentences of accusation and de­ 
fiance against his enemies. 
That big 
right arm would shoot forward from 
the shoulder like a shell from a siege 
gun, 
as he 
attempted to emphasize 
his points. 
Periodically, he would 
step back and lean against the rear 
part of the railing for a moment or so 
of time. 
Thus he would rest his worn 
down energies during the periods of 


applause. 
“ Bryan’s about all in ,” his friends 
and sympathizers would remark. 
“ If he can hold out fifteen minutes 
longer he can w in ,” declared a voice
